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"THE  PEOPLE  CALLED  METHODISTS" 

"Let  us  strongly  and  explicitly  exhort  all  believers  to  go  on 
to  perfection.  That  we  may  all  speak  the  same  thing,  we 
ask  once  for  all,  Shall  we  defend  this  perfection,  or  give  it 
up  ?  We  all  agree  to  defend  it,  meaning  thereby  (as  we  did 
from  the  beginning)  salvation  from  all  sin,  properly  so 
called,  by  the  love  of  God  and  man  filling  our  heart.  Some 
say,  This  cannot  be  attained  till  we  have  been  refined  by 
the  fire  of  purgatory/  Others,  'Nay,  it  will  be  attained  as 
soon  as  the  soul  and  the  body  part/  But  others  say,  'It  may 
be  attained  before  we  di&:  a  moment  after  is  too  late.'  Is  it 
so,  or  not  ?  We  are  all  agreed,  we  may  be  saved  from  all  sin 
before  death ;  that  is,  from  all  sinful  tempters  and  desires. 
The  substance,  then,  is  settled.  But  as  to  the  circumstances, 
is  the  change  gradual  or  instantaneous  ?  It  is  both  the  one 
and  the  other.  'But  should  we  in  preaching  insist  both  on 
one  and  the  other  ?'  Certainly  we  should  insist  on  the  grad- 
ual change ;  and  that  earnestly  and  continually.  And  are 
there  not  reasons  why  we  should  insist  on  the  instantaneous 
change?  If  there  should  be  such  a  blessed  change  before 
death,  should  we  not  encourage  all  believers  to  expect  it? 
And  the  rather,  because  constant  experience  shows  the  more 
earnestly  they  expect  this,  the  more  swiftly  and  steadily 
does  the  gradual  work  of  God  go  on  in  their  souls ;  the  more 
careful  are  they  to  grow  in  grace;  the  more  zealous  of  good 
works,  and  the  more  punctual  in  their  attendance  on  all  the 
ordinances  of  God:  whereas  just  the  contrary  effects  are 
observed  whenever  this  expectation  ceases.  They  are  saved 
by  hope,  by  this  hope  of  a  total  change,  with  a  gradually 
increasing  salvation.  Destroy  this  hope,  and  that  salvation 
stands  still,  or  rather  decreases  daily;  therefore,  whoever 
would  advance  the  gradual  change  in  believers  should 
strongly  insist  on  the  instantaneous. " — John  Wesley,  in  "A 
Plain  Account  of  Christian  Perfection."

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CONFERENCE  PROCEEDINGS 


Thursday  Morning 

The  Louisiana  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church  convened  in  its  82nd  Session  at  Jena,  Louisiana,  10 
o'clock  a.  m.,  Thursday,  November  1,  1928.  After  Song  Serv- 
ice the  President,  E.  O.  Hearn,  took  charge  of  the  Devotions. 
He  read  the  third  chapter  of  Colossians  and  then  the  Con- 
ference knelt  in  prayer  while  he  offered  up  a  fervent  petition 
to  the  throne  of  grace. 

The  Conference  was  declared  open  and  ready  for  business. 

The  ministerial  roll  was  called,  also  the  roll  of  our  Sainted 
Dead. 

The  Committee  on  Delegates'  Credentials  made  a  partial 
report. 

It  was  voted  in  open  Conference  to  seat  the  several  dele- 
gates who  had  just  arrived. 

On  motion,  Brother  Harris  was  seated  as  delegate  from 
Evergreen  Circuit. 

Brother  Flowers,  a  prominent  attorney  and  mayor  of  the 
Town  of  Jena,  was  introduced  to  the  Conference  by  Brother 
Corley,  pastor  of  Jena  Church.  He  gave  the  welcome  ad- 
dress in  a  gracious  and  eloquent  manner  and  formally  turned 
the  Keys  of  the  City  over  to  the  Conference. 

The  President  called  upon  our  Rev.  Sister  Lula  Wardlow 
(who  is  also  mayor  of  the  town  of  Montgomery)  to  give  the 
response.  She  did  so  with  a  like  gracious  and  acceptable 
manner,  with  a  few  appropriate  words  and  happy  phrases. 

Father  Flowers  (father  of  the  Mayor),  Brother  Roark  of 
the  Free  Methodist  Church;  Brother  Smith,  Pastor  of  the 
Jena  Baptist  Cburch ;  Brother  Bamburg,  Pastor  of  the  Trout 
M.  E.  Church,  were  introduced  to  the  Conference. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  made  a  supplementary  re- 
port, which  was  adopted. 

The  Conference  Bar  was  fixed  to  include  seats  to  the 
fourth  window  on  either  side  of  the  building. 

An  additional  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  was 
adopted. 

Motion  was  made  to  adjourn  for  the  11  o'clock  service, 
to  reconvene  at  1 :30  p.  m. 

Benediction  by  Brother  R.  M.  Walker. 

Thursday  Afternoon 

After  Devotions,  led  by  Brother  R.  M.  Walker,  Conference 
was  called  to  order. 
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Roll  call  of  Ministers.    Roll  call  of  Delegates. 

Dr.  F.  W.  Stephenson,  one  of  our  General  Secretaries, 
was  introduced  to  the  Conference.  He  spoke  briefly  at  this 
time,  bringing  to  this  body  the  greetings  from  our  new 
President  and  other  general  officers  and  from  the  other 
Annual  Conferences  which  he  had  just  visited. 

The  President  called  Brother  J.  A.  Riley  to  the  chair  and 
read  his  Annual  Report. 

On  motion,  President's  Report  was  adopted. 

Brother  Davis,  an  ordained  minister,  coming  to  us  from 
the  Baptist  Church,  was  introduced  by  Brother  Reid.  On 
motion,  his  name  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Itiner- 
ancy and  Orders.

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  letters 
of  sympathy  and  consolation  to  Sister  Perdue  and  Sister 
Bartlett. 

The  Committee  on  Itinerancy  and  Orders  made  their  re- 
port, which  was  adopted. 

J.  F.  Reid  read  his  report,  which  was  adopted. 

H.  H.  Cantly  gave  his  verbal  report,  which  was  accepted. 

G.  W.  Rockhold  gave  his  verbal  report,  which  was  ac- 
cepted. 

On  motion,  Sister  Bartlett  was  granted  duplicate  Creden- 
tials. 

The  regular  hour  for  the  Election  of  Officers  having  ar- 
rived, the  Conference  proceeded  into  the  Election. 

The  Chair  appointed  E.  M.  Mouser,  J.  H.  Lewis,  and  Mrs. 
Bessie  Kendrick  as  tellers. 

For  President,  E.  O.  Hearn  was  elected  on  the  first  ballot. 

For  Secretary,  0.  W.  Stewart  was  elected  on  the  second 
ballot. 

For  Treasurer,  F.  L.  Shows  was  elected ;  the  President  be- 
ing instructed,  by  motion,  to  cast  the  ballot. 

For  Statistical  Secretary,  F.  L.  Shows  was  elected;  the 
President  being  instructed,  by  motion,  to  cast  the  ballot. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Brother  J.  W.  McKeithen,  the  same 
Standing  District  Committee  was  re-elected,  dropping  his 
own  name,  which  would  bring  the  Committee  down  to  the 
legal  number  of  five. 

On  motion,  the  same  Board  of  Church  Extension  was 
elected  for  another  year. 
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For  the  Conference,  J.  R.  Strozier,  E.  W.  Corley,  and  I.  L. 
Yeager  were  elected  on  the  Board  of  Young  People's  Work. 

I.  L.  Yeager  was  elected  on  the  Committee  on  Itinerancy 
and  Orders  for  1931. 

Brother  Gibbs,  representing  Lawrence  Little  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  was  introduced  to  the  Conference.  He  brought 
personal  greetings  from  Brother  Little,  also  from  the  Fort 
Smith-Oklahoma  Conference  which  he  had  just  visited.  On 
motion,  Friday  evening  was  set  apart  for  a  young  People's 
Service,  at  which  time  Brother  Gibbs,  together  with  the  gen- 
eral work  of  the  Young  People's  Work,  would  be  granted  a 
suitable  hearing. 

On  motion,  Conference  adjourned  to  reconvene  Friday 
morning  at  8 :30. 

Benediction. 

Friday  Morning 

Devotions  were  conducted  by  E.  A.  Dennard. 

Conference  was  called  to  order  and  the  roll  was  called. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  sessions  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

The  Secretary  read  the  list  of  Appointive  Committees. 

Pastors  were  urged  to  include  in  their  reports  the  names 
and  addresses  of  all  Sunday  School  Superintendents  and 
Presidents  of  Christian  Endeavor  Societies. 

Dr.  Stephenson  addressed  the  Conference  in  an  enthusi- 
astic and  interesting  way.  He  spoke  briefly  of  some  of  our 
General  Conference  Officers  by  way  of  introducing  them, 
and  gave  a  concise  report  of  the  proceedings  and  spirit  of 
the  Centennial  Conference  and  Celebration  at  Baltimore,  out- 
lining the  plans  and  programs  of  the  New  Century  Service. 
He  presented  the  two  General  Conference  Overtures,  which 
were  promptly  adopted  by  this  Annual  Conference. 

According  to  Dr.  Straughn's  request,  a  New  Century  Serv- 
ice Commission  was  elected  for  the  Louisiana  Conference  as 
follows :  Rev.  E.  O.  Hearn,  chairman ;  Rev.  F.  Lyman  Shows, 
Rev.  E.  M.  Mouser,  Mr.  F.  G.  Wardlow,  Miss  M.  Stewart, 
Mr.  J.  W.  McKeithen. 

Dr.  G.  0.  McMillan,  President  of  Westminster  College  and 
also  President  of  the  Texas  Annual  Conference,  was  intro- 
duced to  the  Conference.  He  was  invited  to  speak  to  the 
Conference  at  9:30  o'clock.  At  the  suggestion  of  Brother 
Gibbs,  he  was  also  invited  to  give  an  address  at  the  evening 
Young  People's  service. 

Motion  was  made  to  adjourn,  to  reconvene  at  1:30  p.  m.

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Friday  Afternoon 

Conference  was  led  in  Devotions  by  J.  R.  Strozier. 

On  motion,  roll  call  was  dispensed  with. 

The  Committee  on  Temperance  and  Prohibition  made 
their  report,  which  was  adopted. 

J.  A.  Riley  made  his  verbal  report,  which  was  accepted. 

Brother  Riley  was  granted  Evangelistic  relationship  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

J.  F.  Reid  was  granted  Evangelistic  relationship  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

J.  H.  Lewis  made  a  verbal  report  of  his  relationship  and 
activities  for  the  year,  making  special  reference  to  the  Black 
River  Mission  and  our  prospects  in  that  mission  field. 

Brother  Piatt  spoke  briefly  of  the  history  of  our  church 
in  the  Louisiana  territory  and  told  of  his  own  experience  in 
early  mission  work. 

Dr.  Stephenson  made  an  earnest  appeal  for  the  sale  of  the 
Memorial  Volumes  of  the  Centennial  Conference  and  the 
General  Conference  Journals.  There  was  an  immediate  re- 
sponse and  practically  all  on  hand  were  disposed  of. 

Aunt  Jane  McKeithen,  spoken  of  as  "The  Mother  of  the 
Holiness  Movement"  in  this  part  of  the  country,  gave  her 
testimony  and  early  religious  experience,  with  a  kindly  and 
motherly  exhortation  for  this  Conference  to  again  take  God 
at  His  word  and  with  faith  enter  into  new  fields  and  new 
experiences. 

The  Committee  on  Periodicals  made  their  report,  which 
was  adopted. 

A  resolution  was  read,  signed  by  the  Board  of  Young 
People's  Work.    This  resolution  was  adopted. 

A  letter  of  greetings  to  this  Conference  from  our  Brother 
J.  G.  Smith,  of  Dodson,  was  read  and  was  highly  appreci- 
ated. . 

E.  A.  Dennard  made  his  verbal  report,  which  was  accepted. 

J.  W.  Lee  brought  up  the  question  of  reviving  the  Preach- 
ers' Mutual  Benevolent  Association.  This  was  followed  by  a 
general  discussion,  and  it  was  determined  to  take  definite 
steps  toward  reorganization. 

Motion  was  made  to  adjourn,  to  reconvene  Saturday  morn- 
ing at  8:30  o'clock. 

Benediction  by  Brother  Ragsdale. 

Saturday  Morning 

Conference  was  led  in  Devotions  by  Brother  Riley. 
On  motion,  roll  call  was  dispensed  with. 
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The  Minutes  of  the  preceding  session  were  read  and 
adopted. 

Motion  prevailed  to  give  Dr.  McMillan  the  11  o'clock  hour 
instead  of  9 :30. 

Brother  Gibbs,  having  to  make  his  departure,  spoke 
briefly,  expressing  his  pleasure  in  having  been  here  and 
expressing  his  appreciation  generally.  On  motion,  he  was 
instructed  to  bear  the  greetings  of  this  Conference  to 
Brother  Little  and  also  fraternal  messages  to  the  other  An- 
nual Conferences  he  should  visit. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  made  their  report,  which  was 
adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Education  made  their  report,  which 
was  adopted. 

The  President  spoke  with  reference  to  Brother  Edmund- 
son  and  the  Morehouse  Mission.  Brother  Reid,  Brother 
Downs  and  others  spoke  of  the  needs  and  our  opportunity 
in  this  important  field. 

On  motion,  the  Conference  selected  2:30  in  the  afternoon 
session  for  the  hour  in  which  to  hear  invitations  for  enter- 
taining the  Conference  next  year. 

On  motion,  Conference  went  into  recess  until  the  afternoon 
session.

Saturday  Afternoon 

Conference  was  led  in  Devotions  by  Brother  Cantley. 

Conference  was  called  to  order  and  minutes  of  the  preced- 
ing session  read  and  approved. 

Upon  suggestion,  the  ministerial  roll  was  called  and  cor- 
rected, and  the  condition  and  disposition  of  absent  preachers 
inquired  into. 

Motion  was  made  to  commission  Brother  Downs  and 
Brother  Head  to  correspond  with,  or  see  personally,  Brother 
Stennet,  and  ascertain  his  circumstance  and  his  intentions 
as  to  connection  with  the  Conference. 

The  Committee  on  Pastors'  Reports  made  their  report, 
which  was  adopted.  Much  discussion  followed,  and  it  was 
commonly  agreed  that  the  balance  due  on  the  President's 
salary  ought  to  be  raised  by  those  several  charges  which 
were  in  arrears. 

An  offering  was  taken  for  the  President  at  this  time,  and 
the  congregation  responded  heartily  and  liberally. 

Dr.  McMillan  gave  the  Conference  a  parting  word,  which 
was  appreciated,  and  in  return  he  was  given  a  rising  vote 
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of  thanks.  It  may  be  inserted  here  that,  following  Dr.  Mc- 
Millan's address  at  the  11  o'clock  hour,  the  Conference  and 
congregation  rose  up  in  response  to  his  appeal  and  raised  in 
cash  and  pledges  more  than  enough  to  take  care  of  a  $100.00 
note  against  the  Tehaucana  School. 

The  Committee  on  Missions  made  their  report,  which  was 
adopted. 

The  Committee  on  By-laws  and  Rules  of  Order  made  their 
report,  which  was  adopted. 

The  appointed  hour  having  arrived,  the  Conference  heard 
invitations  from  various  churches.  Courtland,  Grayson,  Mt. 
Zion,  and  Jonesboro  were  voted  on,  Grayson  receiving  the 
majority  of  votes. 

On  motion,  the  date  of  next  Conference  was  fixed  for  10 
o'clock  Saturday  morning  before  the  third  Sunday  in  Octo- 
ber. 

Invitations  were  heard  for  the  Young  People's  Summer 
Conference,  and  Mt.  Zion  was  decided  upon. 

Sister  L.  M.  Paul,  honorary  member  of  Conference,  made 
her  verbal  report,  and  a  rising  vote  of  acceptance  and  appre- 
ciation and  love  was  given  her. 

Sister  Lula  Wardlow  gave  her  verbal  report,  also  giving  a 
brief  and  highly  interesting  account  of  her  trip  to  Europe, 
the  Mediterranean,  and  Palestine.    Her  report  was  adopted. 

Conference  Treasurer  made  his  report,  which  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  amount  of  Church  Extension  funds  used 
for  General  Conference  Delegates  expenses  was  formally 
donated. 

A  resolution  with  regard  to  the  sale  of  the  Winnfield 
property  was  read.    The  Conference  took  no  action  on  same. 

The  President  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  gave 
the  report  of  that  organization,  which  was  adopted. 

Motion  was  made  to  adjourn,  to  reconvene  after  the  eve- 
ning services. 

Benediction. 

Saturday  Night 

After  evening  services,  on  the  return  of  the  Stationing 
and  Boundary  Committee,  the  Conference  was  called  to  order 
and  resumed  business. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Thanks,  which  report  had 
been  read  during  the  services  just  preceding,  was  adopted. 

Brother  Downs  gave  an  extensive  and  interesting  report 
of  his  work  as  Rescue  Missionary  and  Financial  Agent  of 
the  Home  of  the  Good  Samaritan.  His  report  was  adopted, 
and  he  was  granted  the  same  appointment  for  the  ensuing 
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year.  Brother  J.  B.  Blackburn  added  a  word  of  appreciation 
and  endorsement  of  Brother  Downs  and  the  Home  of  the 
Good  Samaritan. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  was  read 
and  adopted. 

An  additional  report  of  the  Committee  on  Itinerancy  and 
Orders,  having  reference  to  the  reception  of  Brother  Combs 
from  the  Baptist  Church,  was  submitted  and  adopted. 

Brother  Morris  Lee  came  before  the  Conference,  express- 
ing his  desire  to  be  used  among  the  churches  of  the  district 
in  Young  People's  Work  and  instruction  in  religious  music. 

Brother  Reid  spoke  to  the  Conference  with  regard  to  our 
church  in  Colfax. 

On  motion,  the  original  officers  of  the  Preachers'  Mutual 
Benevolent  Association  were  re-elected. 

On  motion,  the  interest  of  the  funds  of  this  organization 
was  donated  toward  a  permanent  Superannuate  Endowment. 

The  Stationing  and  Boundary  Committee  read  out  the 
assignments  for  the  year.  As  the  names  and  appointments 
were  read,  each  preacher  answered  in  the  affirmative,  there 
being  no  appeals.  The  report  of  the  committee  was  formally 
adopted. 

On  motion,  it  was  decided  to  have  the  President's  and  the 
Secretary's  photographs  placed  in  the  Conference  Journals. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  President  declared 
the  Conference  over  and  ready  for  adjournment. 

On  motion,  Conference  adjourned.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

To   the   Louisiana   Annual    Conference    of   the    Methodist    Protestant 

Church,  Greetings: 

It  is  with  a  heart  filled  with  gratitude  to  God  that  we  meet  and  greet 
you  in  this  the  82nd  session  of  our  Annual  Conference.  We  have  met 
to  report  work  done  and  to  formulate  plans  whereby  we  may  continue 
the  great  work  He  has  assigned  us  to.  Seeing  the  evils  of  today  and 
knowing,  too,  that  the  enemy  of  righteousness  is  contesting  every  foot 
of  the  battlefield,  it  behooves  us  as  Christians  and  as  a  church  to  seek 
more  power  that  we  may  be  more  efficient  workers  in  His  vineyard 
and  more  valiant  soldiers  of  Christ.  May  we,  then,  proceed  with  the 
business  of  this  Conference  with  an  eye  single  to  God's  glory.  May 
our  chief  desire  and  the  uppermost  thought  in  our  minds  be  the  ad- 
vancement of  His  kingdom  on  this  earth. 

General  duties: 

I  began  my  itinerary  of  the  churches  on  Sunday  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  last  Conference  and  endeavored  to  discharge  my  duty  to  the 
best  of  my  ability  throughout  the  year.  I  have  visited  every  church 
in  the  Conference  once,  except  four,  and  a  majority  of  them  twice.  I 
tried  to  visit  the  four  churches  I  missed,  but  failed  because  of  unavoid- 
able circumstances.  I  could  and  would  have  reached  all  the  classes 
twice  if  I  could  have  arranged  dates  to  suit  the  people. 

I  attended  the  General  Conference  in  May  and  am  glad  to  say  to 
this  Conference  that,  with  the  many  talented  men  and  women  in  our 
ranks,  and  with  our  institutions  for  Christian  education,  our  Young 
People's  Work,  Missions,  both  home  and  foreign,  Old  People's  Home 
and  Children's  Home,  we  should  rejoice  to  know  that  we  are  a  member 
of  the  great  body  that  is  doing  so  much  to  help  humanity. 

Officials  acts: 

November  7,  I  appointed  Rev.  J.  C.  Hearne  pastor  of  Ansley  Church. 

November  10,  1  gave  Rev.  S.  N.  Adams  a  transfer  to  the  Arkansas 
Conference. 

In  December  I  appointed  Rev.  I.  A.  Patton  pastor  of  Oil  City. 

In  December  I  appointed  Rev.  J.  A.  D.  Williams  pastor  of  Boyten 
Lane. 

In  January  I  appointed  Rev.  W.  W.  Harris  pastor  of  Knights  Bluff. 

In  April  I  released  Rev.  J.  W.  Lee  from  Bentley  and  appointed  Rev. 
F.  L.  Shows  pastor. 

In  May  I  released  Rev.  J.  R.  Downs  from  Sunrise  charge. 

In  July  I  appointed  Rev.  Morris  Lee  pastor  of  Roberts  Mission. 

Losses,  buildings  and  improvements:  . 

The  19th  of  November  the  parsonage  on  Acadia  charge  was  de- 
stroyed by  fire,  but  was  soon  replaced  by  a  substantial  new  building. 
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Courtland  and  Knights  Bluff  churches  on  the  Queen  City  charge 
have  made  repairs  to  the  amount  of  five  or  six  hundred  dollars. 

Urania  has  recently  erected  a  new  church  building. 

Mt.  Zion  has  built  a  new  parsonage. 

Repairs  have  been  made  on  the  Jena  church  to  the  extent  of  $200. 

There  have  been  some  minor  repairs  and  improvements  at  other 
places. 

Present  status  and  future  outlook: 

There  have  been  quite  a  number  of  revivals  during  the  year  and 
a  goodly  number  of  additions  to  the  church. 

The  spiritual  condition  is  fairly  good,  but  we  should  pray  and  work 
for  greater  spiritual  uplift. 

The  financial  condition  is  rather  discouraging,  but  the  shortage  is 
mostly  due  to  sorry  crops. 

Recommendations : 

1st.  That  where  practical,  the  churches  composing  the  various 
charges  be  located  sufficiently  near  each  other  that  the  official  mem- 
bers can  attend  the  Quarterly  Conferences. 

2nd.  That  pastors  see  that  the  Lords  Supper  be  administered  as  the 
discipline  requires. 

3rd.  That  the  pastor  see  that  the  parents  on  his  or  her  charge  are 
given  the  opportunity  of  having  their  infants  baptized. 

Conclusion: 

I  conclude  by  saying  that  I  have  tried  to  be  fair  and  impartial  in 
all  my  dealings  with  pastors  and  laymen.  I  thank  this  body  and  the 
membership  at  large  for  the  co-operation  and  fellowship  I  have  had. 

I  trust  that  when  our  work  is  done  here,  we  shall  be  gathered  around 
the  throne  of  God  to  part  no  more. 

May  the  blessings  of  God  rest  upon  you  all.

PASTORS'  REPORTS 

We,  your  Committee  on  Pastors'  Reports,  have  examined  and  cor- 
rected reports  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge. 

We  find  in  church  membership  a  net  increase  of  179  this  Conference 
year. 

There  have  been  157  baptisms  and  495  professions. 
The  President's  salary,  being  fixed  at  f  1250.00  by  the  Annual  Con- 
ference, same  to  be  paid  quarterly.    On  examining  pastors'  reports,  we 
find  that  the  President  has  received  $856.37.     These  figures  reveal 
that  we  are  in  arrears  $393.63. 

We,  your  committee,  suggest  that  this  balance  be  paid.  Also  that 
the  pastors  put  forth  a  greater  effort  to  pay  in  full  the  President's 
salary.

We  recommend  that  30  per  cent,  (of  the  Annual  Conference  Funds) 
go  to  the  Church  Extension  Board,  20  per  cent,  for  Conference  Jour- 
nals, 20  per  cent,  to  the  Conference  Secretary,  20  per  cent,  to  the 
Superannuate  Fund,  and  10  per  cent,  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  amount  of  $500.00  be  apportioned  to 
the  several  charges  for  Westminster  College  at  Tehuacana,  Texas. 
This  to  be  collected  as  the  other  assessments  are. 

The  apportionments  will  appear  in  separate  columns  in  the  Confer- 
ence Journals. 

Therefore,  we  recommend  that  the  Secretary  get  them  on  the  press 
as  soon  as  possible,  in  order  that  there  be  no  delay  in  beginning  the 
program  of  raising  said  apportionments.

During  the  session  of  Conference,  after  the  general  election  01 
officers,  the  Young  People's  Board  held  a  meeting  in  order  to  perfect 
their  own  organization,  to  outline  plans  for  the  year,  and  to  form 
certain  resolutions  to  present  to  the  Conference.  Brother  Gibbs,  ot 
the  General  Educational  Board,  representing  Brother  Little,  personally 
assisted  the  board  in  thus  shaping  up  their  work,  and  there  was  much 
evidence  of  confidence  and  enthusiasm  as  they  face  a  new  year.  Two 
new  members  come  to  the  board  this  year,  elected  by  the  Conference . 
Bro.  E.  W.  Corley  and  Bro.  I.  L.  Yeager. 

The  Conference  granted  the  Board  the  Friday  evening  hour  for  a 
special  Young  People's  Service.  Brother  Gibbs  and  Dr.  McMillan 
brought  helpful  and  enthusiastic  messages.  The  Young  People's 
phase  of  the  New  Century  Service  was  emphasized  and  illuminated. 
This  was  a  fine  service  and  was  well  attended. 

The  following  resolution  was  read  to  the  Conference  and  was 
adopted : 

Realizing  the  importance  of  greater  preparation,  also  greater  effi- 
ciency, on  the  part  of  our  church  leaders,  we,  the  Board  of  Young 
People's  Work  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  wish  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing recommendations  for  your  approval: 

1st.  That  each  pastor  and  church  leader  co-operate  with  the  Board 
in  the  organizing  and  promoting  of  Sunday  Schools,  Christian  En- 
deavor Societies  and  other  organizations  working  for  the  best  develop- 
ment of  our  youth. 

2nd.     That  another  Leadership  Training  School,  similar  to  the  one 
held  last  June  at  Pollock,  be  held  in  the  Conference  during  the  com 
ing  summer,  and  that  all  churches  and  young  people's  organizations 
send  representatives  to  take  courses  in  said  school. 

3rd.  That  the  place  of  the  school  be  centrally  located  in  the  Con- 
ference, and  the  place  be  decided  upon  by  this  Conference  now  ir 
session  if  possible.     The  date  to  be  fixed  later  by  the  General  Board 

4th.  That  in  order  to  help  promote  the  work  in  the  Conference, 
each  Sunday  School  and  each  C.-'E.  Society  (Junior,  Intermediate,  and 
Senior)  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Board  two  cents  per  member,  or 
a  minimum  of  one  dollar  for  each  organization. 

5th.  That  the  pastors  and  church  leaders  take  advantage  of  the 
opportunities  offered  for  training  through  the  circulating  library 
reading  courses  and  literature,  etc.,  offered  through  correspondent 
by  the  Department  of  Religious  Education.  (Particulars  can  be  had 
by  addressing  Box  722,  College  Station,  Durham,  N.  C).

The  Fifth  Annual  Session  of  the  Louisiana  Branch  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Society  met  at  the  Conference  seat  Saturday,  November 
3,  1928,  9  o'clock  a.  m. 

After  devotional  services,  the  president  gave  her  address,  giving  a 
review  of  the  work  for  the  past  year,  and  also  making  her  official 
report  of  the  Central  Board  meetings  of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Societies,  and  the  decisions  of  the  General  Conference  with 
reference  to  the  merger  of  the  Mission  Boards. 

Reports  were  next  heard  from  the  different  officers  of  the  branch, 
following  which  the  representatives  reported  for  their  respective  Aux- 
iliaries. 

After  an  informal  discussion  of  the  work,  the  propositions  handed 
down  by  the  General  Board  were  taken  up  and  considered.  They  were 
passed  upon  favorably. 

The  date  of  the  annual  meeting  was  changed  from  November  to 
April. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  draft  resolutions  to  present  to  the 
Annual  Conference. 

After  election  of  officers,  the  meeting  adjourned,  to  convene  next 
at  Grayson,  La. 


The  following  resolutions  were  read  before  the  Annual  Conference 
and  adopted  by  that  body: 

With  the  New  Program  before  us,  and  the  responsibility  of  the 
Missionary  Work  on  the  part  of  the  women  of  the  church,  we,  the 
Louisiana  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  wish  to  submit  the  following  recommendations  for  your  ap- 
proval : 

First,  that  each  pastor  co-operate  with  the  Branch  in  the  organizing 
of  auxiliaries  in  all  of  our  churches,  and  to  educate  our  people  in  mis- 
sion work  through  Mission  Study  Classes  in  the  C.  E.  Societies  and 
Sunday  Schools.    We  urge  that  they  preach  on  missions  through  the 
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year  and  at  revival  meetings  and  lead  our  young  people  to  consecrate 
their  lives  for  home  and  foreign  work. 

Second,    we    suggest    that    pastors    make    use    of    the    Circulating 
Library,  the   Reading   Courses,  etc.,   offered  by   our  Department   of 
Religious  Education,  Box  722,  College  Station,  Durham,  N.  C.

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BY-LAWS 

Section  1.  No  delegates  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Annual 
Conference  without  proper  credentials,  or  other  satisfactory  evidence 
of  his  election;  and  in  case  of  alternate,  the  certificate  shall  so  ex- 
press it. 

Section  2.  Delegates  to  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be  elected  from 
the  members  in  good  standing  and  in  full  membership,  over  the  age 
of  fifteen  years.  In  circuits,  stations  and  missions,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Steward  to  designate  the  time  and  place  and  give  notice 
of  the  election.  The  election  shall  be  held  under  the  direction  of  the 
stewards;  and  they  shall  act  as  judges  of  the  election,  and  cause  the 
same  to  be  returned  to  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference,  there  to  be 
compiled  and  consolidated.  The  person  or  persons  receiving  a  plural- 
ity vote  shall  be  declared  duly  elected  delegate  or  delegates,  and  next 
highest  shall  be  declared  alternate  or  alternates,  and  receive  certifi- 
cates accordingly;  provided  that  in  the  case  of  a  tie,  member  of 
Quarterly  Conference,  by  a  majority  vote  shall  decide;  and  provided 
further,  that  in  case  the  delegate  and  alternate  elected  from  any 
work  are  providentially  hindered  from  attending  the  Annual  Con- 
ference to  which  they  were  elected,  then  the  pastor  in  charge  shall 
have  the  right  to  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  represent  the  work  in 
the  Conference.  That  no  one,  especially  the  men,  shall  be  allowed 
to  vote  for  delegate  who  does  not  contribute  regularly  for  the  support 
of  the  pastor,  and  the  claims  of  the  General  Annual  Conference. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  elected  to  orders,  except  they  be  per- 
sons of  exceptional  moral  character,  genuine  piety,  respectable  at- 
tainment, and  sound  in  the  belief  of  the  fundamental  doctrine  of 
Christianity,  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  Gospel  duties. 

Section  4.  No  minister  in  good  health  shall  be  left  without  minis- 
terial work  for  more  than  one  year;  at  the  end  of  which  time  he 
shall  resume  his  itinerate  labors4,  or  be  transferred  to  the  unstationed 
list,  and  if  so  transferred  shall  receive  a  certificate  of  his  standing. 
This  rule  shall  apply  to  any  minister  so  transferred  provided  he,  at 
his  own  request,  may  locate  by  vote  of  the  conference. 

Section  5.  No  minister  or  preacher  appointed  to  a  circuit,  station 
or  mission,  shall  cease  from  labors  assigned  him  by  the  stationing 
authority  until  his  term  of  service  shall  have  expired,  except  by 
consent  of  the  President,  for  reason,  by  him  deemed  expedient. 

Section  6.  The  President  shall  furnish  each  pastor  with  a  condensed 
blank  PASTOR'S  report  at  least  10  days  prior  to  the  opening  of  each 
session  of  the  Annual  Conference,  that  each  pastor  may  give  a  dis- 
ciplinary report  of  his  labors,  that  the  report  be  handed  to  the 
chairman  on  pastor's  reports  immediately  after  the  opening  of  the 
Conference  on  the  first  day,  and  that  as  soon  as  passed  upon  by 
committee  and  Conference  said  report  shall  be  delivered  to  Confer- 
ence Steward  for  his  action,  then  to  the  Statistical  Secretary  for  final 
disposition.  Should  any  pastor  fail  to  comply  with  this  rule,  for  the 
first  offense  he  shall  be  reprimanded  by  the  President,  and  for  the 
second  offense  shall  be  located  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Conference. 
That  the  evangelists  and  Conference  missionaries  read  their  report 
to  the  Conference.  We  recommend  that  when  the  President  visits  a 
pastoral  charge  that  he  first  converse  freely  with  the  pastor  as  to 
the  spiritual  and  financial  condition  of  the  charge,  and  that  he  insist 
on  a  strict  obedience  of  the  vows  made  when  uniting  with  the  church. 

Section  7.  The  Board  of  Stewards  of  each  charge  shall,  soon  after 
the  adjournment  of  the  Annual  Conference,  meet  and  in  connection 
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with  the  pastor  proportion  the  assessment  made  by  the  fourth  Quar- 
terly conference  for  the  support  of  the  pastor.  The  proportion  to  be 
made  to  each  class  according  to  ability  and  willingness  to  pay,  and 
that  the  stewards  see  that'  the  same  is  paid  promptly,  and  in  con- 
nection with  Section  7  we  recommend  that  each  steward  keep  a  non- 
effective roll,  noting  those  that  are  able  and  do  not  contribute  to 
the  support  of  the  pastor,  the  president  and  to  the  general  interest 
o  fthe  church,  and  that  the  stewards  notify  the  pastor  of  the  number 
of  members  that  do  not  help  support  the  church. 

Section  8.  On  all  subjects  involving  the  financial  interest  of  the 
church,  no  one  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote,  except  those  who  are  eight- 
een years  of  age,  and  are  contributing  members  in  full  membership. 

Section  9.  Any  member  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  in  good  stand- 
ing and  in  full  membership  for  one  year,  is  eligible  to  any  office  in 
the  church,  and  as  a  delegate  to  the  Annual  Conference;  provided, 
that  where  a  church,  circuit,  station  or  mission,  has  no  member  of 
said  age,  they  may  place  in  office  in  the  church,  or  elect  as  delegate 
to  the  Annual  Conference  such  as  are  not  twenty-one  years  of  age 
and  such  as  have  not  been  members  one  year. 

Section  10.  Due  notice  shall  be  given  previous  to  any  action  to  be 
taken  that  involves  the  financial  interest  of  the  church. 

Section  11.  The  term  of  office  of  Conference  Steward  shall  be  one 
year. 

Section  12.  The  Conference  Steward  shall  be  required  to  receive 
and  hold  all  moneys  collected  for  the  various  benevolent  purposes 
from  the  different  charges,  also  Conference  collections. 

Section  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Conference  Steward  to  settle 
all  incidental  expenses  of  the  Conference  out  of  the  Conference  col- 
lections during  the  session,  and  present  the  remainder  to  the  Confer- 
ence for  disbursement. 

Section  14.  He  shall  pay  over  to  the  different  boards,  or  persons 
authorized  to  receive  same,  all  money  received  for  the  various  benevo- 
lent purposes,  taking  receipt  and  at  which  and  other  business 
in  his  hands  shall  make  a  proper  exhibit  to  the  Conference  during 
the  session  at  which  he  was  appointed,  also  at  the  expiration  of  his 
term  of  office. 

Section  15.  At  the  first  quarterly  Conference  of  each  Conference 
year  the  pastor  shall  call  attention  to  the  amount  of  the  assessment 
made  by  the  fourth  quarterly  Conference,  for  his  support  during  the 
year.  Immediately  after  each  quarterly  Conference  the  pastor  shall 
call  the  attention  of  each  class  to  the  amount  of  his  salary  that  is 
unpaid,  and  in  case  the  pastor  neglects  to  do  this,  the  steward  will 
not  be  held  responsible  if  the  full  amount  is  not  paid.  In  connection 
with  Section  15,  we  recommend  that  at  the  fourth  quarterly  Confer- 
ence of  each  year  that  a  circuit  steward  be  elected  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  collect  the  general  and  Conference  claims,  and  forward  same 
as  soon  as  collected  to  the  Conference  Steward,  and  that  the  Confer- 
ence Stewrard  credit  same  to  the  charge  from  which  it  came,  and 
notify  the  pastor  of  the  amount  received  and  how  appropriated.  And 
that  the  pastor  keep  a  record  of  same  for  his  final  report. 

Section  16.  There  shall  be  appointed  at  each  session  of  the  Annual 
Conference  a  minister  or  preacher  to  preach  an  opening  sermon  at 
the  sitting  of  the  next  annual  session. 

Section  17.  The  proceedings  of  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be 
recorded  by  the  Secretary,  and  properly  arranged  for  printing  in 
the  annual  minutes,  for  which  he  shall  receive  reasonable  compensa- 
tion, and  the  minutes  shall  be  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary. 
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Section  18.  The  Secretary  shall  take  charge  of  all  books,  journals, 
records  and  proceedings  of  Conference  and  transmit  the  same  to  the 
Conference  at  its  next  session. 

Section  19.  The  President  shall  be  the  stationing  authority  of  the 
Conference,  calling  to  his  aid  as  council  one  layman  from  each  work 
represented. 

Section  20.  In  stationing  the  ministers  and  preachers  there  shall 
not  be  given  to  any  one  appointment,  who  in  the  opinion  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  members,  is  incompetent  for  the  duties  thereof,  or  who 
they  believe  will  neglect  the  appointments,  and  such  ministers  and 
preachers  may  be  transferred  by  conference  to  the  unstationed  list; 
provided  that  no  minister  or  preacher  who,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
conference,  is  entitled  to  a  superannuated  relationship,  shall  be  trans- 
ferred. 

Section  21.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  see  that  deeds 
be  taken  to  all  the  church  property  belonging  to  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church  in  the  Louisiana  District,  and  have  same  recorded. 

Section  22.  That  the  President,  Secretary,  Conference  Steward  and 
Standing  District  Committee  shall  be  elected  at  3:00  o'clock  p.  m. 
on  the  first  day  of  each  annual  session  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 

Section  23.  These  by-laws  can  only  be  changed,  altered  or  amended 
by  giving  one  day's  notice  in  open  Conference  of  such  change,  altera- 
tion or  amendment,  and  it  will  require  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers belonging  to  that  session  of  the  Conference. 


RULES  OF  ORDER 

Section  1.  The  Conference  shall  be  opened  promptly  on  the  day 
and  time  appointed,  the  President  conducting  the  Devotional  Services. 
The  roll  shall  then  be  called,  after  which  the  President  shall  read  the 
Annual  Report. 

Section  2.  During  the  morning  of  the  second  day  of  Conference  all 
ministers  and  preachers  under  appointment  of  this  Conference  shall 
hand  their  reports  to  the  Committee  on  Pastors'  Reports. 

Section  3.  On  assigning  the  floor  to  any  member  of  the  Conference, 
he  shall  distinctly  announce  the  member  to  whom  it  is  assigned. 

Section  4.  All  motions  and  resolutions  shall  be  written,  if  the 
President  and  Secretary  request. 

Section  5.  When  a  motion  is  seconded  or  a  resolution  introduced 
and  seconded,  or  a  report  presented,  and  is  read  by  the  Secretary 
or  is  stated  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  deemed  in  the  possession  of 
the  Conference  any  time  before  the  amendment  or  decision. 

Section  6.  All  motions  to  postpone  or  lay  on  the  table  shall  be 
taken  without  debate. 

Section  7.  No  new  motion  or  resolution  shall  be  entertained  until 
the  one  under  consideration  has  been  disposed  of,  which  may  be  done 
by  adopting  or  rejecting,  unless  one  of  the  following  motions  shall 
intervene,  which  are  placed,  namely:  First,  indefinite  postponement; 
second,  laying  on  the  table;  third,  referred  to  a  committee;  fourth, 
postponement  to  a  given  time;  fifth,  substitute;  sixth,  amendment. 
A  substitute  may  be  amended. 

Section  8.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  to 
deliver  any  matter  to  the  Conference,  he  shall  arise  and  respectfully 
address  the  President,  but  shall  not  proceed  until  recognized  by  him. 

Section  9.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  while  speaking  except 
by  the  President,  to  call  him  to  order  when  he  departs  from  the 
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question  or  uses  personalities,  or  disrespectful  language;  but  any 
member  may  call  the  attention  of  the  President  to  the  subject  when 
he  deems  a  speaker  out  of  order,  and  any  member  may  explain  when 
he  thinks  himself  misrepresented. 

Section  10.  When  a  member  wishes  to  speak  on  a  question  of 
privilege,  he  shall  briefly  state  the  question;  but  it  shall  not  be  in 
order  for  him  to  proceed  until  the  President  shall  decide  it  a  privileged 
question. 

Section  11.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question,  nor  more  than  five  minutes  at  one  time,  without  leave  of  the 
Conference;  nor  shall  any  person  speak  more  than  once  until  every 
member  choosing  to  speak  have  spoken;  provided,  however,  that  the 
mover  of  a  resolution,  or  a  committee  making  a  report,  shall  in  all 
cases  be  entitled  to  five  minutes  to  close  the  debate. 

Section  12.  When  a  motion  or  resolution  shall  have  been  acted 
upon  by  the  Conference,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  who 
voted  with  the  prevailing  side  to  move  a  reconsideration,  but  a  motion 
to  reconsider  is  a  non-debatable  motion,  and  must  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Section  13.  No  person  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Conference 
without  leave,  unless  he  is  sick  or  unable  to  attend. 

Section  14.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  any  question 
who  is  not  within  the  bar  when  such  question  is  put  by  the  President, 
except  by  leave  of  the  Conference,  when  he  shall  be  necessarily  absent. 

Section  15.  Every  member  who  is  in  the  bar  at  the  time  the 
question  is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  Conference,  for  special 
reason,  excuse  him. 

Section  16.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  call  for  the 
ayes  and  nays  on  any  question  before  the  Conference,  and  if  the  call 
be  sustained  by  one-third  of  the  members  present,  the  vote  shall  be 
taken  by  the  ayes  and  nays. 

Section  17.  It  shall  be  in  order  to  move  the  question  be  taken 
without  further  debate  on  any  measure  pending  before  the  Conference, 
except  in  cases  where  character  is  involved. 

Section  18.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and 
shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Section  19.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  chairmen  of  com- 
mittees on  subjects  of  general  interest  and  notify  each  chairman  of 
his  appointment  at  least  ten  days  before  each  session  of  Conference. 

Section  20.  The  committee  on  examination  shall  be  appointed 
one  year  in  advance,  and  meet  at  next  Annual  Conference  one  day 
prior  to  convening  of  that  body,  and  that  the  undergraduates  meet 
said  committee  for  the  purpose  of  being  examined  in  their  studies. 
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question  or  uses  personalities,  or  disrespectful  language;  but  any 
member  may  call  the  attention  of  the  President  to  the  subject  when 
he  deems  a  speaker  out  of  order,  and  any  member  may  explain  when 
he  thinks  himself  misrepresented. 

Section  10.  When  a  member  wishes  to  speak  on  a  question  of 
privilege,  he  shall  briefly  state  the  question;  but  it  shall  not  be  in 
order  for  him  to  proceed  until  the  President  shall  decide  it  a  privileged 
question. 

Section  11.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question,  nor  more  than  five  minutes  at  one  time,  without  leave  of  the 
Conference;  nor  shall  any  person  speak  more  than  once  until  every 
member  choosing  to  speak  have  spoken;  provided,  however,  that  the 
mover  of  a  resolution,  or  a  committee  making  a  report,  shall  in  all 
cases  be  entitled  to  five  minutes  to  close  the  debate. 

Section  12.  When  a  motion  or  resolution  shall  have  been  acted 
upon  by  the  Conference,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  who 
voted  with  the  prevailing  side  to  move  a  reconsideration,  but  a  motion 
to  reconsider  is  a  non-debatable  motion,  and  must  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Section  13.  No  person  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Conference 
without  leave,  unless  he  is  sick  or  unable  to  attend. 

Section  14.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  any  question 
who  is  not  within  the  bar  when  such  question  is  put  by  the  President, 
except  by  leave  of  the  Conference,  when  he  shall  be  necessarily  absent. 

Section  15.  Every  member  who  is  in  the  bar  at  the  time  the 
question  is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  Conference,  for  special 
reason,  excuse  him. 

Section  16.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  call  for  the 
ayes  and  nays  on  any  question  before  the  Conference,  and  if  the  call 
be  sustained  by  one-third  of  the  members  present,  the  vote  shall  be 
taken  by  the  ayes  and  nays. 

Section  17.  It  shall  be  in  order  to  move  the  question  be  taken 
without  further  debate  on  any  measure  pending  before  the  Conference, 
except  in  cases  where  character  is  involved. 

Section  18.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and 
shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Section  19.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  chairmen  of  com- 
mittees on  subjects  of  general  interest  and  notify  each  chairman  of 
his  appointment  at  least  ten  days  before  each  session  of  Conference. 

Section  20.  The  committee  on  examination  shall  be  appointed 
one  year  in  advance,  and  meet  at  next  Annual  Conference  one  day 
prior  to  convening  of  that  body,  and  that  the  undergraduates  meet 
said  committee  for  the  purpose  of  being  examined  in  their  studies.

DENOMINATIONAL 
NEW  CENTURY  SERVICE 

1.  Our  new  slogan  for  the  $500,000  budget  is— "New  Century 
Service." 

2.  The  office  at  516  N.  Charles  street,  Baltimore,  Maryland,  is 
prepared  to  assist  pastors  and  churches  in  making  their  plans,  fur- 
nishing postors,  literature,  speakers,  and  the  like. 

3.  We  want  the  Annual  Conference  to  raise  up  a  "New  Century 
Service  Commission"  of  three  or  five  embers  who  will  have  charge 
of  the  promotional  activities  within  the  conference  and  who  will  co- 
operate with  the  general  office.  We  shall  through  this  Commission 
work  along  these  lines: 

a.  Ask  each  church  to  establish  a  "New  Century  Service  Commis- 
sion" with  three  departments,  or  committees,  the  pastor  of  the  church 
being  the  chairman:  Educational  Committee,  Stewardship  Committee* 
Finance  Committee.  This  Commission  is  to  be  appointed  by  the  quar- 
terly conference  and  is  to  work  under  its  supervision. 

b.  The  creation  of  a  Woman's  Auxiliary  in  every  church  which 
shall  put  itself  behind  the  entire  "New  Century  Service"  program  of 
the  church. 

c.  A  Survey  of  the  conference  which  shall  reveal  the  actual  finan- 
cial conditions  and  responses  of  the  churches,  and  charts  through 
which  each  church's  record  may  be  made  clear. 

d.  The  holding  of  a  series  of  group  or  district  meetings  after  the 
conference  as  soon  as  possible  in  order  to  bring  actively  and  in  detail 
further  provisions  and  implications  of  this  program. 

Admittedly,  this  program  is  not  final.  It  is,  however,  a  very  defi- 
nite step  toward  a  fuller  realization  of  our  task  and  has  in  it  a  cer- 
tain promise.  To  this  end  the  conference  is  asked  to  adopt  this  pro- 
cedure that  we  may  make  it  uniform  throughout  the  church.  And 
further,  this  office  pledges  itself  to  the  most  loyal  service.
